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Reinventing Alberta's 
Advantage 


PROVINCE MUST FOCUS ON 
EDUCATION TO ENSURE ITS 
FUTURE

Where will Alberta be in 204.0? Bet- 
ter yet, where will I be in 2040? 
These questions have been weigh- 
ing on my mind. Partially, because 
as Chair of the Alberta Students’ Ex- 
ecutive Council, it’s my job to be con- 
cerned over the fate of the more than 
120,000 students I represent. But, 
to a larger degree, I’m concerned 
over my own personal stake in the 
future of the province. 


Thirty years from now, when I'll 
be 50, I know that the world will be 
different in some drastic ways. The 
baby boomers will be gone and my 
generation will pace the corridors of 
power. 

It seems inevitable that Alberta is 
going through a demographic shift 
which will radically change the Al- 
bertan Way. A survey released over 
the summer suggests that people of 
my generation aren't interested in 
taking the risks of leadership and 
becoming an entrepreneur. Only 
three in 10 young people asked said 
they were planning on starting their 
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own business. Is it wrong that we're 
motivated more by security, safety 
and stability than we are money? 
Hardly. 

But there's hard evidence my 
generation is retreating from the 
challenges that we face: economic 
transformation; environmental stew- 
ardship and education renewal, and 
that's everyone's concern. 

It's key that Alberta finds new 
ways to foster the stronger entrepre- 
neurial spirit that has defined this 
province. In a globally competitive 
knowledge economy, Alberta needs 
to become a place of intellectual and 


entrepreneurial freedom. We seem 
to be stuck in a rut of the old way of 
doing things, and if I can be honest, 
I don’t particularly want to live in the 
old Alberta. 

We need Alberta to become an in- 
cubation chamber for creating suc- 
cesses, learning from failures and 
taking the necessary risks to achieve 
both. We need to embrace the wonky 
math of network effects and under- 
stand that, sometimes, 1+1+1=5. Op- 
portunity can no longer be as simple 
as riding the boom to success. We 
may not be able to pick winners ev- 
ery time, but by developing a breadth 
of knowledge and focussing on the 
processes which produce success, we 
can guarantee that we'll be batting 
above .500. 

There's no magic bullet in achiev- 
ing this, but it seems irrefutable 
that the first, and perhaps the most 
important step, is a real, and a very 
direct investment in education. We 
need to create a paradigm shift in Al- 
berta so that everyone understands 
that having an educated population 
is a societal benefit, not an individual 
good. After all, for every dollar in- 
vested in post-secondary education, 
Alberta sees an immediate benefit 
of nearly $3 through increased tax 
rolls, lower social program costs, and 
wealth creation. 

How can we instil in our popula- 
tion the notion that we are all better 
off when we are better educated? 
We have to battle the mythology 
of our success. To this day, pundits 
credit the oil sands as the reason for 
the unholy trifecta of educational 
under-achievement: Alberta has the 
lowest high school graduation rate 
in Canada, the lowest high school 
to post secondary transition rate in 
Canada, and the lowest post-second- 
ary completion rates in the country. 
Put another way, only 14 per cent of 
Albertans my age will be enrolled in 
university this fall. 

There are shades of truth in the 
pundits’ argument, but | firmly be- 
lieve that this is a symptom of a 
greater problem: Albertans don't see 
the value in education. Until this 
changes, we can never build on the 
people-power potential of the prov- 
ince. 

In order for Alberta to transform 
its economy, we need to continue 
to prioritize skilled labour, build on 
the practical and applied educations 
received in the college sector, and 
develop knowledge in our research- 
intensive universities. It’s important 
that the province's 27 post-secondary 
institutions are aligned on the larger 
goals of create a robust and resilient 
economy, and the recently-imple- 
mented six sector governance model 
is an excellent step in this direction. 

But we need to take this a step fur- 


ther. We need to open the doors of 
post-secondary institutions to entre 
preneurs, and not just students and 
researchers. We need to ensure that 
our intellectual assets are protected 
from external economic forces by 
creating a rainy day fund for post- 
secondary education. 

We also need to ramp up our po 
tential through infrastructure expan 
sion and make better use of existing 
assets. Part of this is tackling the 
scores of deferred maintenance proj- 
ects at our post-secondary institu 
tions, with a tab well into the hun 
dreds of millions of dollars. But part 
is expanding our horizons to dream 
big with what we already have: Imag- 
ine the potential for regional delivery 
of programs and collaboration with 
partners across the globe through 
the Alberta Supernet-— 

If our goal is to foster life-long 
learning and community engage- 
ment, we need to acknowledge the 
psychological barrier to post-second- 
ary education. Here, early interven- 
tion is key. More students need to 
reach post-secondary, and an easy 
way of increasing their chances is 
raising the drop-out age from 16 to 
18. 

But the challenge is far greater 
than this single step: What about 
the 125,000 adult Albertans with 
out even a high school diploma? 
They can't be left behind. We need 
to invest a great amount into adult 
upgrading and training programs to 
help these Albertans get the neces- 
sary credentials to allow them to 
continue into other programs. Even 
if the prognostications of Bill Gates 
and others come true and credentials 
matter less in 2040 than they do in 
2010, it will still be key to have a so 
ciety that feels able and interested 
in realizing its potential. As I stated 
above, the better educated a popula- 
tion, the better off everyone is. 

In short, we need to focus less 
on the Alberta advantage and start 
thinking about the Albertan advan- 
tage. A debt-free province may be at- 
tractive to business, but what must it 
do to be attractive to the great minds 
of tomorrow? The average under 
graduate student in Alberta will fin- 
ish their degree with over $20,000 
in student loan debt. Just like in busi- 
ness, there are mechanisms to creat? 
incentives and strategies to reduc? 
risk for those willing to stake their 
intellectual capital on this province. 

I want to live in a province wher? 
everyone believes that we have mort 
potential than we do oil. To mak 
this happen, Albertans themselves 
need to embrace education as the key 
to unlocking this potential. 

If we can make that happen, ! 
would be the best 50th birthday pres 
ent I could imagine.

Brains In Concert 


MUSIC EDUCATION 
IS PROVEN GYMNASTICS 
FOR YOUNG MINDS

Whether your experience with music 
education ranges from rehearsing the 
Jurassic Park theme on the oboe to 
tearing up while watching Mr. Hol- 
land’s Opus, it's easy to understand 
the importance of top-notch instruc- 
tion. On top of nurturing creative 
expression, discipline and develop- 
i ment in budding Beethovens, a 2006 
) study from the Oxford Neurological 
Journal found that musically trained 
children display improved memory 
plus general whiz-kid skills in liter- 
acy, mathematics and IQ, 
Nonetheless, according to Alber- 
tan music educators, well-rounded 
learning is nearly impossible without 
the initial option of professionally 
trained teachers, specialist instruc- 
tion and the necessary resources. 
With the fall 2010 school year ap- 
proaching, funding issues and pro-

lutely crucial for children to have the 
option of musical education as early 
as elementary, and worries about the 
current state of the Alberta school 
system. 

“With more and more stress on 
school budgets, specialized teach- 
ers in the arts are always insecure,” 
Gramit says. “Some schools have ex- 
tremely strong programs, but at oth- 
ers it's a struggle to maintain things 
There are some extraordinarily good 
choral and band programis at the sec- 
ondary and junior high levels, and 
very good theatre programs at the el- 
ementary level, but I would certainly 
like to see more resources devoted to 
it. It’s. a stressful time, and if we don't 
keep supporting those programs now 
we're going to regret it down the road. 
1 think it's very short-sighted to cut 
things that contribute fundamentally 
to quality of life in the province.” 

In Gramit’s eyes, there must be a 
commitment on the part of school 
systems and the provincial govern- 
ment to keep successful programs 
operating 

“Schools don’t necessarily need to 
be luxuriously funded, but they need 
well-trained people with access to 
kids on a regular basis,” he says. “If 
they have that, things will thrive. For 
parents who are concerned, getting 
that message across to their schools 





is probably the most effective thing | 
that can be down. We can all suggest | 


to the province that education should 
be better funded, but it'll take a con- 
certed effort to let the government 
know these things are important to 
us 

One such initiative can be attrib 
uted to Save Our Fine Arts (SOFA), 
an organization set up in response to 
Alberta Education's proposed chang- 
es to the provincial curriculum with 
a Fine Arts Framework 


in 2009. On the day of this article's 


publication, members of SOFA will | 


meet with Education Minister Dave 


Hancock to discuss these issues at 


the Alberta legislature. 


“With the new curriculum, they're |

On a less formal but equally impor- 
tant level, Edmonton organization 
iHuman offers one-on-one profes- 
sional music instruction for at-risk 
youth. Rather than the typical classi- 
cal or jazz, the primary focus of their 
drop-in programs is hip-hop. 

“Anyone in social services will tell 
you there’s a huge therapeutic value 
in storytelling,” says Max Wawruck, 
iHuman’s music program co-ordina- 
tor. “We do emphasize that a lot, but 
don't really have to guide our stu- 
dents because there's already an ac- 
tive culture here of self-expression. 
Every hour they're with me working 
on music, they’re not outside caus- 
ing trouble.” 

“The fall is really exciting because 
our youth intake goes right up again,” 
Wawruck says. “Every month I try to 
have a music appreciation night with 
an open mic and freestyle battle. I’m 
looking forward to those getting roll- 
ing full bore again and having greater 
attendance because it's always a wild 
time.”

An Education In Schooling 








URBAN MOM ANGELA BRUNSCHOT 
SCHOOLS KEEP CLOSING AS 
YOUNG PARENTS WRESTLE 
WITH TOUGH CHOICES 





About a year ago when my partner 
and I were still expectant parents 
rather than exhausted ones, I'd of- 
ten daydream about what life would 
be like with my child-to-be. Reading 
books at night, building forts with 
blankets, and tobogganing were ac- 
tivities at the top of my list. 

But we also talked about serious 
decisions, such as where he should 
attend school. French immersion 
was one of the first options we debat- 
ed, and we were agonizing a bit over 
whether or not it would hinder his 
English language and social skills. 
Then I blurted out: “How is he sup- 
pose to become prime minister if he 
can’t speak French?” 

I had to laugh at myself. He wasn’t 
even born yet, and I was already 
building up these highly unrealis- 
tic expectations. Whether or not he 
speaks French fluently matters very 
little, actually. My goals as a parent 
are more centred on finding a school 
where he’s happy and develops a love 
of learning. Also, that my partner 
and | are involved in his education. 
Busing him across town to learn a 
language I don’t understand, and 
then chauffeuring him across €d- 
monton’s great urban sprawl to see 
friends doesn't really fit into that pic- 
ture. So, we moved to a condo within 
walking distance of John A. McDou- 
gall elementary school. 

Then came the disappointing news 
that several schools in mature areas 
were under review. Although Mc- 
Dougall remains open, both McCau- 
ley and Parkdale are closed, as well

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as three others in older areas. With 
the city trying to encourage more 
people to live downtown, and work- 
ing to revitalize central neighbour- 
hoods, the school board decision was 
frustrating and seemed extremely 
counter-productive. 

Sue Huff, a public school board 
trustee, was also frustrated with the 
school closures, and resigned her 
position as vice-chair over the issue. 
“It was very painful for me person- 
ally,” says Huff. “My heart lies with 
the community schools. I know first 
hand the value that they have.” 

Huff started out as a parent advo- 
cate for Westglen elementary school 
in the Inglewood neighbourhood. 
She believes that community schools 
enhance the surrounding neighbour- 
hood, and create a safer environ- 
ment for children. But as a trustee, 
she says, you have to balance all the 
issues and make decisions based on 
what's best for all students, not just 
those in a particular community. 
Sometimes that means closing the 
smaller schools. “It kills me,” she 
says, “but I think there is a point 
where (a school) is too small.” 

The lack of young families in some 
mature neighbourhoods isn’t a prob- 
lem the board can address directly, 
but it can start treating community 
schools more fairly, says Huff. 

In Edmonton's open boundary sys- 
tem, parents can choose to send their 
children to any school within the city 
for special programs such as sports, 
science, religion, and a surprising ar- 
ray of languages. Those programs 
can be promoted across the city, but 
community schools aren't suppose to 
advertise outside of their catchment 
area. That limits the enrolment po- 
tential of community schools, says 
Huff. Last spring she put forward 
a motion to the board pushing for 
greater equality between neigh- 
bourhood and alternative program 
schools. 

Some parents with children in 
community schools are already tak- 
ing matters into their own hands. 





Mike Evans, president of the Riv- 
erdale parent advisory council, had 


a booth at the downtown farmer's 
market recently praising the virtues 
of his small school. The group suc- 
ceeded in keeping the school’s kin- 
dergarten class, and continues to 
work on drawing more students in 
all grades. One way the group hopes 
to attract more students is to appeal 
to parents working downtown who 
could drop off their kids on the way 
into work. That would mean more 
time with their kids, and perhaps a 
less frustrating commute. 

Maybe that’s a solution for some 
parents, says Huff, but it’s not a per- 
fect answer. “The problem is you are 
still moving kids around,” she says 
“To me, one of the big benefits of 
the community school is being able 
to walk to school with your neigh- 
bours and having your kids know 15 
people between the house and the 
school.” Another idea is to convert 
schools into community hubs, so 
that schools with low enrolment can 
continue with revenue from other 
users. Offering medical services or 
adult language classes within an 
existing building and keeping these 
schools open seems like a no-brain- 
ier to me, but again, from the trustee 
perspective, Huff says it's not a black 
and white issue. Offering space to 
community groups or other services 
doesn't solve the educational issue for 
the school kids. Often, small schools 
are forced to create split grades in 
order to have classes big enough to 
support a teacher. Hiving off part of 
a school for other uses is a solution 
that only works in areas with a crit!” 
cal mass of students, but with a very 
large school building. 

Frankly, it’s all a little overwhelm 
ing for this new parent. My little 
guy is still gumming his pureed veg" 
etables and playing peekaboo, so any 
decisions I may have to make about 
his schooling are a long way off, but 
I still hope the school board finds 
some innovative solutions in the 
meantime. 
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HARPER SENDS A MESSAGE 





After four years of minority government, 
Stephen Harper is ruling Canada as if he has 
an absolute majority. And he is proving to be 
aruthless leader who brooks no dissent. 

The roll call of dismissed or shunted aside 
civil servants grows ever longer. Pat Stogran 
was Canada's first ombudsman for veterans, 
and a strong advocate for Canada's vets, 
Too strong, in fact; Stogran's term won't 
be renewed. Sheridan Scott, head of the 
Competition Bureau, got into the govern- 
ment’s bad books and did not have her 
contract renewed. Steve Sullivan, the first 
victims of crime ombudsman, was turfed for 
questioning the Harper government's tough 
on crime agenda. 

Of course, it is the government's right to 
hire and fire people as it sees fit. But the 
dictatorial streak in Harper simply will not 
allow anyone to question his government's 
actions. If you do, you're out the door. 

The most recent firing wasn't done by 
Harper's government, but it may be even 
more disturbing. RCMP Chief Supt. Marty 
Cheliak, a defender of the long-gun registry, 


was removed as head of the Canadian 
Firearms Program by the RCMP itself. The 
reason? The position has suddenly been 
declared to require bilingualism, so Cheliak 
was shunted aside for French lessons 
RCMP Commissioner William Elliott 
vehemently denies the government has 
anything to do with the reassignment, and 
there is no reason not to believe him Even 
Harper wouldn't be ruthless enough to tell 
the RCMP commissioner to reassign one of 
his most high profile members, But what is 
most disturbing about the Cheliak move is 
that it is entirely possible that Elliott saw 


the writing on the wall and got rid of Cheliak | 


in advance of a vote in the House of Com- 
mons to end the registry to keep his political 
masters happy. Elliott, after all, is a political 
appointment, and he may well have secured 
his position with this timely manoeuvre. 
Harper has sent a message to the civil | 
service and all political appointees — toe the 
line, or you're out. It's a chilling develop- 
ment for those who believe that democracy 
depends on the free exchange of opinions

I'd been watching India Village’s 
handmade “Opening Soon” sign flut- 
tering over its front door along the 
northbound lanes of St. Albert Trail 
for what felt like quite some time. 
There was a soft spot in my heart 
for its predecessor in the space, the 
100-per-cent artifice-free Hamdi's; 
hard not to feel a bit disappointed 
when that cheap ’ n’ cheerful vendor 
of east African comfort food went all 
For Lease on us, but the promise of 
a new Indian place next door to the 
oft-frequented Sherbrooke Liquor 
made the pill easier to swallow, even 
if it didn’t come with a complemen- 
tary banana. 

Hamdi himself would probably not 
recognize the joint these days. All 
those months under wraps trans- 
formed what once looked like an 


especially clean drop-in centre for 
Somali cabbies — think fluorescent 
lights, cafeteria furniture and big TVs 

— into a vision of budget elegance: all 
black everything with a few tasteful 
character touches and a comfort- 
able place to sit near the front when 
you're waiting for take-out There's 
nothing too “village” about it at all 
A glass partition behind the till, ern- 
bossed with a running shoe-style 
Star, is the sole remnant of Hamdi’s 
benevolent reign. 

The first thing sure to catch your 
notice is that India Village's varied 
bill of fare is consistently less than 
the going rate. The many skewered 
appetizers go for around $6, entrees 
are $11 and up and you can snag 
two veggies samosas for two bucks 
Even the Monday-to-Saturday buf- 
fet (lunch: $10.95; supper: $13.95) 
undercuts Edmonton's best known 
Indian outlets by a few bucks. 

Ah, the buffet. Every Indian place 
in town has to have one, even if once 
a week. Strictly speaking, it’s not my 
favourite way to eat Indian. The ra- 
tionale is plain: it all tastes so good 
that it's hard to decide what to order, 
you want just a little taste of every- 
thing and end up groaning behind a 
belly stuffed with curry, biryani, dal 
and naan. Still, with just me and the 
co-diner up against India Village's 
broad selection, the buffet seemed 
the quickest way to get the lay of the 


land. The things I do for you people

The Science of Stress 





HOLISTIC HEALTH 101 ROBERTA SHEPHERD 
PART TWO OF A THREE-PART 
SERIES ON HOW TO HANDLE 
STRESS NATURALLY 





Today is the perfect day for me to be 
writing my second of three columns 
about stress. In addition to the usual 
hustle and bustle of being a single 
parent trying to get out of the house 
on time, I misplaced my wallet, had 
to retrace my steps, realized that I 


| left it at Remedy Cafe and therefore, 


had to go in the opposite direction 
of Caleb’s childcare to pick it up 
While loading the car in the rain, | 
dropped my new Blackberry in a 
puddle ... twice. Upon dropping Ca- 


| leb off at childcare in Terwillegar, | 
| realized that I forgot my chequebook 


at home, which | needed to pay for 
an appointment | had later. After 
rushing home in between and tear- 
ing the house apart trying to find my 
chequebook with no success, I found 
it in the console of my car. 

Needless to say, I’ve been doing a 
lot of deep abdominal breathing in an 
attempt to keep my stress response as 
low as possible. Let's consider what's 
been happening in my body in the 
instance that I have chosen — and | 


| have — to perceive the described se- 


ries of events as being stressful. 

In my last column, I explained the 
action and purpose of the different 
branches of the nervous system: the 
sympathetic and parasympathetic 
Under today’s 


systems. circum- 


stances, it’s my sympathetic nervous 
system (“fight or flight”) that’s been 
mostly activated, with a cameo from 
the parasympathetic nervous sys- 
tem while | pursued deep abdominal 
breathing (which entices a relaxation 
response). When we chronically op- 
erate in “fight or flight” mode, which 
we typically do in our high-paced 
society, there’s a series of physiologi- 
cal responses that occur, leading to 
an ongoing depletion of health and 
well-being. Over time, we are more 
susceptible to chronic and degenera- 
tive conditions, especially heart dis- 
ease. There are literally thousands of 
physical and chemical reactions go- 
ing on beneath the surface when we 
perceive stress, and many of them 
intricately involve the endocrine 
(hormonal) system. 

One of the first things to occur 
during a stress response is the re- 
lease of adrenaline from the adrenal 
glands that live on top of the kidneys 
Adrenaline is known to affect almost 
all body tissues, preparing the body 
to encounter or flee a threatening sit- 
uation. Adrenaline elevates the heart 
rate and blood pressure, speeds res- 
piration, tenses the musculature and 
releases stored glucose from the liver 
and muscles. Other hormones that 
play key roles in the stress response 
are norepinephrine (or noradrena- 
line) and cortisol. Norepinephrine is 
released from the centre of the adre- 
nal glands and has physiological ef- 
fects similar to the release of adrena- 
line (or epinephrine). Cortisol is also 
released by the adrenal glands. When 
cortisol is chronically released in 
high amounts due to ongoing stress, 
it causes a depletion of the immune 
system, increased blood-sugar lev- 
els, bone loss, reduced muscle mass, 
inhibition of skin growth and regen- 


eration, increased fat accumulation 
(especially around the mid-section) 
impaired memory and learning ca 
pacities and damaged brain cells. All 
of these stress responses are appro 
priate and even necessary under the 
right circumstances, but the problem 
is that we, and our bodies, have be 
come accustomed to operating as 
though we are being subjected to con 
stant stress. Our bodies have adjust- 
ed themselves to a physiological state 
whereby constant stress responses 
are normalized and therefore, our 
body maintains higher levels of stress 
hormone production. Succinctly put 
by Doc Childre & Howard Martin 
in The HeartMath Solution: “When 
stress becomes chronic, our bodies 
don’t have time to catch up each day 
Even if we pause for a few hours to 
give ourselves a little break from th 
onslaught, our body chemistry has 
been altered as surely as if we'd tak- 
ena drug. It can’t just snap back into 
place again. You have-to-wait for the 
effects to subside — without stress- 
ing out while you wait! We all have 
a stress threshold or crisis point, be- 
yond which we become seriously ill 
Under mild pressure, the adrenalin: 
and cortisol bursts brought on by 
stress can lead to a temporary in 
crease in performance, followed by 
a healthy fatigue that we eliminate 
by resting. But with unrelenting 
adrenaline and cortisol arousal, our 
performance increasingly falls short 
of the intended mark. Things start to 
go dramatically downhill.” 

Based on this information, it is 





incredibly worthwhile for us to posi- 
tively manage our stress or else pay 
detrimental prices.

Summer in Edmonton is famously 
short; a brief oasis of green vitality 
in an otherwise tundra-like climate. 
Maybe that’s why we celebrate sum- 
mer with such passion, saturating 
patios and hosting barbecues like 
there’s no tomorrow. But €&dmon- 
ton’s summer activity of choice has 
got to be the festival. 

So it’s fitting that the first an- 
nual Open Sky Music Festival is held 
at summer's end, an all-day outdoor 
celebration that’s like a going away 
Party for the warmest of seasons. 
The promoters are promising a day 
filled with beach balls, beers, and 
an appropriately breezy soundtrack 
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with 10 bands filling Hawrelak Park’s 
green expanse with island, surf, and 
reggae influenced music. 

“| thought it'd be a great event,” 
says Nathan Richards, local concert 
promoter and first-time festival orga- 
nizer. “We've got our Blues Fest, our 
Celtic Fest, Folk Fest, and it's not very 
much about partying. Open Sky is a 
festival, which we're known for, but 
it's geared towards having a party.” 

Getting the party bumping are 
some familiar faces, like co-headlin- 
ing Edmonton reggae stars Souljah 
Fyah, but the majority are up-and- 
coming Canadian artists. In fact, 
half the groups are local, including 
Jeff Morris, The Souliciters, Cops 
and Robbers, and Dani Jean. Head- 
liners Mobadass and Current Swell 
are from Saskatoon and Victoria re- 
spectively. 

“You'll hear the influences of 
the reggae and the surf rock and the 
ocean and the beach,” Richards said. 
“That was the influence behind the 
whole thing, bringing the beach par- 
ty to Edmonton.” 

The lone non-Canadian artist 


is Kalai, a self-described blues-jazz 
player with lyrical folk leanings 
While he’s played Edmonton before, 
Kalai says he's excited at the chance 
to move the crowd at an outdoor fes- 
tival 

“We intend to play a pretty heat- 
ed set — pretty fast,” Kalai said. “Fes- 
tivals tend to be more upbeat and 
more fun. People tend to be more 
ready to jump up and bounce around 
and bop their head. The outside 
thing tends to end up being a luau 
every time, which is cool. I think I 
enjoy watching people having a good 
time as much as they enjoy watching 
good music.” 

Richards sees Open Sky as an 
opportunity to not only throw a great 
party, but as a chance to showcase 
bands that wouldn't normally play to 
a 1,000-plus sized crowd. 

“The talent that we're bringing 
in is good enough to hold itself all on 
its own, but I’m trying to help expose 
the not so big acts,” Richards said. 
“We're not about making the fast 
dollar. It's about exposing real, pas- 
sionate people, passionate projects. 


That's why I’m doing this.” 

While it's called Open Sky, 
the venue is actually Hawrelak’s 
covered Heritage Amphitheatre, a 
massive open-sided tent complete 
with a stage, 1,100 sheltered seats, 
a 500-person dance floor, and room 
for 2,900 people on the grassy sur- 
rounding slopes. 

“Hawrelak Park is an ideal set- 
ting for an outdoor festival,” Rich- 
ards said. “It's in the heart of the city 
in an outdoor amphitheatre — its 
western Canada’s largest. Contend- 
ing with the elements is my major 
concern. But we'll have tents for 
shelter — from the sun, hopefully — 
but could be from rain, if it decides to 
rain that day.” 

Other than the idyllic setting, 
a main reason that Richards picked 
Hawrelak was financial. It was cheap 
enough to make the festival afford- 
able: $29.50 for a ticket works out to 
less than three bucks a band. 

“Tt’s really about creating memo- 
ries with what we're doing,” Richards 
said. “I mean, money’s great, but it’s 
the belief in the concept and what we 
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want to do to provide the most en- 
tertainment for the city as possible. 
We've made it really affordable. We 
just want people there. We just want 
people to have a good time.” 

Helping people have a good time 
are the beer gardens. Richards, a bar- 
tender with eight years experience, 
made sure that people could see the 
stage with a drink in hand. 

“Everyone in the beer gardens 
is going to be seeing the concert,” 
Richards said. “It's not like folk fes- 
tival where you can’t see the music, 
you'll see everything. In some areas 
you'll be maybe 20 feet away from 
the stage.” 

€ven though Richards admits 
that organizing a festival is a near- 
overwhelming amount of work, he 
hopes to make Open Sky Edmonton's 
annual summer send-off. 

“It's the last week of summer,” 
Richards said. “Really, technically 
school starts a week after, it'll be a 
huge hoorah before the start of the 
school year. I’m throwing this as a gi- 
ant party for my friends. I’m eng 
si all can! ime

The concept was a day in the life of 
Current Swell. 

It's been well over a year since the 
band’s third album, Protect Your 
Own, was released but last March a 
video for the single “Young and Able” 
became available for viewing. A sen- 
suous but earthy groove, the video 
follows a few members of Current 
Swell as they head out to the beach 
near their homebase in Victoria. Sur- 
rounded by British Columbia's blue- 
green haze and filmed with a misty 
focus as the group laughs around a 
roaring campfire, if the video's con- 
cept was a day in the life, then life 
seems pretty damn good for these 
boys, 

“We did it in January of this year,” 
explains guitarist Dave Lang, “It was 
filmed right after New Year's, which 
ls pretty amazing if you look at some 
of the shots — it was beautiful, it 
could pass for a summer afternoon.” 
Ya, we're all jealous here. 

“We actually had to fight a little bit 
against it ‘cause the [director, John 
Poliquin] really wanted to pump up

the surfing angle,” continues Lang 
“It's kind of in our name, we're pret- 
ty mellow guys and a couple of us do 
surf, so people are always wanting to 
promote and sell the angle that surf- 
ing is cool. But we didn’t sign up for 
that video because it's something a 
little bit more private.” So no surfing, 
just dreamy shots of beaches and wa- 
terfalls 

While Lang readily admits that he 
and co-founding member Scott Stan- 
ton, are very much into West Coast 
culture, to assume Current Swell 
is all reggae beats and chill vibes is 
inaccurate. In fact, both Lang and 
Stanton grew up in Alberta; St. Al- 
bert to be specific. And you're just as 
likely to hear a bluesy stomp with a 
blazin’ harmonica running through 
any particular tune as you are likely 
to hear the syncopated rhythms of 
that sunny beach sound. 

“We are really into that coastal 
groove thing,” says Lang. “People 
receive that really well. But we also 
have a deep love for this prairie- 
rooted music, you know? Like Neil 
Young style — more of the bluesy 
stuff. It’s a country vibe that comes 
from being from Alberta.” 

Alberta and their parents’ music 
collection — according to Lang, Stan- 
ton’s dad loved the blues. That influ- 
ence is now blended seamlessly into 
a genre that occasionally (around 
summertime) seems over saturated, 
making Current Swell’s sound fresh 
year-round and contagious live. 

“I think we love the blues because 
it's one of those musics that,” says 





Lang before pausing and starting 
again. “You can be a really amazing 
guitar player but if you don't have the 
soul, if you can't feel the blues, you 
can’t really play stuff like that. And I 
think that's why we really responded 
to that, ‘cause it’s not easy to play 
blues music in our generation, but 


when you can play something and 


you can feel something, it’s pretty | 


great.” 

There's an earnestness to his voice 
as he struggles to explain that ex- 
perience of hearing something that 


seems honest and real. It’s an ear- | 


nestness that returns when talking 
about his own songwriting. 

Though he credits the fans for 
keeping Current Swell in line, re- 
questing new music and tour dates, 
Lang describes his own desire to 
write as irrepressible. 

“You'll be sitting in bed, about to 
fall asleep and then ‘bam,’ something 
comes into your head and you're like, 
‘great, I will not get to sleep, because 
I can't stop thinking about the beat 
and what the bass line might do,” 
Lang says. “You get kind of con- 
sumed as a songwriter because you 
just have it inside you and it comes 
out whether you like it or not.” 

If you're wondering, they are work- 
ing on new tunes and so a day in the 
life of Current Swell should involve a 
recording studio come fall. 

“I've never really sat down 
and gone, ‘I really want to write a 
song right’ — it doesn’t happen like 
that.” 

As long as it happens.

She may have exploded into interna- 
tional infamy with her debut record, 
The Fame, but Lady Gaga never for- 
got where she came from — which 
couldn’t have worked out better for 
her favourite New York band, Semi 
Precious Weapons, Opening act on 
Gaga's gargantuan Monster Ball. 

“She kicked and screamed and 
put her foot down until everyone 
that works with her and for her let 
us open her tour. And here we are,” 
Says SPW frontman Justin Tranter 
over the phone from a stop in San 
Jose, Calif., six months into an in- 
Sane world arena tour that will keep 
him and his band on the go until next 
May, 

Formed in New York in 2006 by

four stylish music school grads look- 
ing to inject a little glamour and filth 
back into rock ’n’ roll, SPW quickly 
attracted the devotion of Gaga, then 
a young singer-songwriter. 

“She was a big fan of ours, luck- 
ily, thank God,” says Tranter. “Prob- 
ably one of our first fans we had that 
wasn't related to me.” 

When Gaga began collaborating 
with Lady Starlight in what Tranter 
— an emerging style icon in his own 
right — describes as “over-the-top, 
Hairspray sort of disco-ball breaking 
insanity,” SPW knew they'd found 
their perfect match and asked the 
pair to open a show for them. 

“[Gaga] became our permanent 
opener in New York; every time we 
played, she’d open. And then she 
moved to L.A. to make the biggest 
record of the decade,” Tranter says. 
“The first time [SPW] heard ‘Just 
Dance,’ we were driving through 
Minnesota to play a show to like 15 
people and we heard it on the radio. 
We always stayed in touch with her, 
so it was just kind of really surreal 
and insane.” 

Obviously, when its newly success- 
ful longtime admirer hand-plucked 
SPW from the world of dingy bars 
and danger vans, taking it to a prom- 
ised land of stadium seating and 
climate-controlled tour buses, every- 


thing changed, says Tranter. Oh, ex- 
cept the most important thing: “Our 
show is exactly the same. Whether 
we're playing in a bar to 30 people 


or whether we're playing in an arena, | 


we do the exact same show.” 

The hardworking band’s crazy 
workload hasn't lessened since 
graduating from DIY to Monster 
Ball — it’s just shifted. “There is still 
some filth and some glamour and 
some rock 'n’ roll debauchery,” says 
Tranter, “[But] both situations are 
tons of work, just in different ways 
The smaller bars, we're driving our- 
selves from venue to venue, we're 
selling our own merch, we're making 
our own merch. But there aren't 200 
kids who want to meet you and have 
their CD signed.” 

There are also the daily on-loca- 
tion concert ticket giveaways, the 
the soundchecks, the 
shows, and the inevitable after-par- 
ties, which typically feature DJ slots 
or live SPW sets, to think about. And 
as Tranter mentions, each gig is fol- 
lowed by a meet-and-greet where 
fans can get their copy of SPW's de- 
but record, You Love You, signed. 

SPW’s work won't stop with the 
Monster Ball: expect the band’s fol- 
low-up record early in 2011, as well 
as a headlining tour though Canada 
during its off-time this autumn.

THE LAST EXORCISM

| Can you say “The Exorcist meets 
Rosemary's Baby on Blair Witch 
Project”? You can, but while literally 
descriptive this phrase misses out on 
the x-factor that makes The Last Ex- 
orcism stand out. 

What makes this film exception- 
al? Certainly it’s not the glittering 
names attached to it. There are few 
here: other than producers Eli Roth 
and the Children of Men trio of Eric 
Newman, Marc Abraham and Thom- 


as A. Bliss, few of the principals have 
extensive credits, especially in the 
realm of apocalyptic horror. 

That includes 
Stamm, who performs his duties 
with playful menacing gusto: while 
spasmodic handheld camerawork 
has become increasingly tiresome 
as a shock device-cum-convention, 
overall it's deployed here with enor- 
mous restraint and skill by director 
of photography Zoltan Honti. In this 
ramshackle esthetic, the chaos, er- 
ratic movement and paradoxically 
limited field of vision are what con- 
vey a visceral sense of unease. The 


director Daniel 





trick is to not induce motion sick- 
ness (see Cloverfield), and to lend the 
conceit some integrity and plausibil- 
ity. Stamm and Honti pull it off with- 
out sacrificing either the rhythms of 
the movie or the characters, who are 
well played across the board. 

Patrick Fabian is Cotton Marcus, a 
Southern preacher since childhood 
who passionately followed his father 
into the calling and makes a comfort- 
able living prying his frantic follow- 
ers loose from the paws of Satan. 

When Marcus allows Iris (Iris 
Bahr) and her unseen cameraman 
to make a documentary about him, 
it requires the full telling of his story. 
Cotton has a bad case of the Stanley 
McChrystals: penitent after years of 
sham exorcisms and pseudo-funda- 
mentalism, he can’t shut up, reveal- 
ing everything about his shameful 
past, including his genial contempt 
for the poor suckers who plead (and 
pay) for his anti-demonic skills. 

Cotton can predict their stories be- 
fore he even reads their letters, like 
the one he gets from farmer Louis 
Sweetzer (Louis Herthum): “My live- 
stock are being killed,” it says. “The 
devil is inside my daughter. Come, 
Reverend, and save my farm.” So 
Cotton and Iris and the camera head 
to New Orleans, ostensibly to snook- 
er another poor sap. 

It's a lengthy setup for what any 
viewer will see is a nightmare on the 


horizon, and Fabian pulls it off with 
his charming/smarmy portrayal of 
Cotton, who is comically resigned 
to making this possession confes- 
sion. The screenplay, by Huck Botko 
and Andrew Gurland, is extremely 
smart, but Fabian’s timing gives it 
added sparkle, and the actor shifts 
gears smoothly when things at the 
Sweetzer farm don’t quite turn out 
the way he expects — which is an un- 
derstatement. 

Fabian is terrific, and Ashley Bell, 
as the possessed Nell (or is she?) is 
the quavering embodiment of defiled 
innocence. Herthum’s Louis, a drunk 
and a fundamentalist, is quietly men- 
acing, and there's something vaguely 
Deliverance-like about Caleb Landry 
Jones’ portrayal of Louis’ son, Ca- 
leb. (Why almost every character is 
named after the actor who plays him 
or her remains a mystery.) 

Overall, this film simply works 
because director Daniel Stamm and 
writers Huck Botko and Andrew 
Gurland never try -to explain too 
much — they just bring on creepier 
and creepier moments that amplify 
the viewer’s uneasiness as they build 
to a neatly rendered climax. a 

The Last Exorcism is a late-sum- 
mer surprise — a gripping little hor- 
ror flick that will give you goose- 
bumps without focusing on the gross 
or the graphic.

Re- 
sultantly, the regime attempted on 
numerous occasions to have Marins 
imprisoned and his films burned 
Miraculously, Marins survived and 
lived to tell his fascinating tale in this 
mouth-watering documentary. 

With shock generally so calculat- 
ed and redundant in today’s horror 
films, it is edifying to (not so) sol 
emnly contemplate a true master of 
shock, to enter the obscene world of 
Coffin Joe!
